Secrecy with respect to the func­

Criticism of the acts of government, 
which should always lie allowable in a 
free country, la being obstructed in 
the t fitted States today by the simple 
dev ire of so concealing knowledge of 
what the a< ts of government are that 
there can be no intelligent criticism of 
policy. 
In numerous government agencies— 
federal, state and local—there is a ten­ 
dency on the part of office-holders to 


attack the right to get information. 
The secrecy which has resulted from 
two world wars, from the cold war and 
from the growth of government, has 
produced a threat to our democratic in­ 
stitutions. 
Yet the sound functioning 
of these institutions depends on their 
response to public opinion. 
The raw material of that opinion is 
information. Where information is ob­ 
structed, public opinion cannot oper­ 
ate. 
As one editor. James R. W iggins of 
Washington Post and Times Heard, put 
it: "The citizen who is fully informed 
expresses his own opinion; the citizen 
who is partly informed voices the opin­ 
ion of those who determine what part 
of the available information is to I*

"A government which rests upon the 
opinion of a fully informed people is a 
democratic government; a government 
which rests upon the uninformed opin­ 
ion of citizens from whom information 
has been withheld by the govern men t

After a rousing struggle with the 
billboard libby, Congress has voted to 
side with the public’s 
good 
taste— 
against billboards on the new and costly 
interstate highway system. 
The bill, however, is merely a dis­ 
couragement to roadside signs. 
It does 
not apply to the entire 4 1,000-mile in­ 
terstate system. 
It does not directly 
prohibit billboards anywhere. 
The decisive action must come from 
the states. 
All Congress did was prom­ 
ise a "bonus’ ’in the shape of extra Fed­ 
eral funds to those states which do min­ 
imize hilllioards. 


Hut the states, to qualify, must agree 
to the federal rules, which in general 
would limit signs to small sizes adver­ 
tising businesses within 12 miles. 
Any state which fails to agree to the 
regulations not only will lose its bonus, 
but the people who travel its highways 
will be subected to a hodgepodge of 
scenery-hiding signs. 
People in Pennsylvania are helping 
put up the money for this anti-billboard 
lion us. 
And we might as well get some 
of it back, while at the same time keep­ 
ing some of our leading highways from 
I morning rural slums.
